	• Choose: decide what you want as the next chapter of your life. Simply choosing doesn’t guarantee you’ll get it, 
but the power of your intentions makes a huge difference. 

	• Take action: start by visualizing how you want to feel or where you want to be three months from now. Work 
back from this goal until you find something small enough that you can do today, tomorrow or next week. 
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
